Bill Lister, retiming 
from Spring Coulee found them 
and pushed them back on to the 
load and then came o n into 
town. 

A mile- nearer town the car 
met a team and Bennett buggy 
belonging to Pete Flexhaug, and 
ns to just what happened no ore 
knows. However, one horse was 
killed, .and the front of the car 
further damaged, whe n the 
windshield was broken and the 
roof of the car bent. The most 
plausible explanation of the lat 
<°r accident is that with the 
small light on the light side, 
the team did not fee. the car 
until the u were light onto it 
and then the horse jumped 
right into the car. 

Fortunately no oiv war. r-c *- 
iously injured. One of the Flex¬ 
haug children was rendered un¬ 
conscious by the crash, but not 
seriously hurt. The car is a sad 
looking sight with thci front 
end all smashed in, the wind¬ 
shield broken out and the fen 
dors buckled.

The cause lies in the food 
eaten but it is really the bact¬ 
eria present in the food which 
do the harm, for, when taken 
into the body, they are capable 
of producing disease. If the an¬ 
imal from which the food was 
derived was diseased, the food 
may bo contaminated with 
bacteria. (Generally, however, 
the food is contaminated during 
its preparation, or while it is 
standing around liefore being 
used. 

Different groups of bacteria 
may be responsible for an out¬ 
break ofj food infection. Measure 
of protection should include 
having all food prepared by 
healthy people who are cleanly 
in their habits; food utensils 
should l>e scrupulously clean 
prepared foods, such as salads, 
should bci kept covered and on 
ice until used. 

Botulism is a food toxaemia; 
it differs from the food infect 
ions in that the symptoms are 
caused by the action of the 
toxi n or poison produced by the 
bacillus botulinus. This toxin, 
one of the most powerful known 
gives rise to marked and alarm 
ing nervous manifestations: dis. 
turbanee of Ivision, inability to 
speak; muscular weakn ess; 
there i s no fever. 

Usuaj sources of botulism are 
pork, sausage and, i n this coun 
itry (home canned vegetables. 
Unfortunately foods so contam¬ 
inated may be normal in appear 
ance, taste and smell. Fortunat 
civ, howd’/er the toxin is destroy 
od by heat so that protection 
can be assured by the simple 
process of boiling all canned 
foods, particularly the homo-pre 
pared variety immediately be¬ 
fore use. It need hardly be ad¬ 
ded that bulged cans should be 
discarded, as should be canred 
food that shows ga s formation 
or evidence of spoiling.

HINTH ON GROWING 
ASPARAGUS 


Asparagus will grow on a 
wide varity of soils, but the 
warm rich, deep sandy loams 
with a cla u subsoil are preferr 
ed, as these soils are open and 
poroug perrmitting the develop 
ment of an extensive root 
system. 

Asparagus is a permanent 
crop therefore it i s advisable 
to give special attention to the 
preparation of the soil. Summer 
fallowing the land for one 
season and applying well-rotted 
manure in the fall is advised. 

It is important that land t 0 
used for asparagus I 
from weeds and grasses. 

In prairie areas where winter

Plants 1 year old have produced 
larger shoots and ha)/e produced 
crops for a longer period than 
have older ones. 

Plant as early in the spring 
as the soil will permit, the 
plant ; being spaced \ x /i to 3 ft. 
apart i n the row. The crowns 
may be covered 6 to 7 inches 
deep in light soils and 4 to 5 
inches deep in heavy soils car© 
being taken to spread the roots 
out in their natural position. 

Asparagus is set deeply because 
the crowns gradually grow up¬ 
wards as the plants grow older, 
also it allows manure t () be work 
ed into the soil without injury 
to the crowns. 

N 0 shoots are cut until the 
third season when only the str 
onger ones are used. Cutting 
may begi n in earnest the four¬ 
th season. With proper care, as¬ 
paragus will produce satisfact¬ 
orily for years. At the Dom 
inion Experimental Station, Sc¬ 
ott, Sask. the varietie s Colossal 
and Argenteuil have been grown 
successfully i n the same i lantat 
ion for over 15 yeais. 

Late in the fall of each year 
the top growth may be cut off 
and manure applied. This i 3 
worked into the soil every spr¬ 
ing. The destruction of tops is 
advised for the purpose of help¬ 
ing to control diseases and in¬ 
sects.
